Passing days are deepening ttip niyntcry of 
Adolf Hitler, The public ha« not spcn hliTi or 
heard his voice since July 21. when he assured 
the German people o( his saleiy n(ter (lie 
"bombing plot" which was quite possibly fak- 
ed. 

Since then Helnrlch Hlniiiiler ha.s read 
purported Hitler speeches, one announcing 
the formation of the VoUusturm lost month, 
the otber at the postponed "beer hall putsch" 
celebration In Munich. 

Is Hitler paralyzed or liuane or even nllve? 
Tho outside world Is buzzing with speculation. 
And Germany must be buzing even louder. 
For even the seslnpo cannot alienee every 
whisper, or bring reason to recent Illogical 
happenings. 

For Instance, If the press ot affairs Is all 
that keeps Hitler out o( sight, then It Is not 
likely that he would have taken time to write 
\he lengthy Munich speech that Hlmmicr 
read. Or If he had, then he certainly could 
have spared the time to deliver It, for It would 
have been to his obvious advantage to do so. 

Every head of a state knows the necessity 
of showing himself In public on occasion to 
spread confidence In time of distress, to bol- 
ster his waning popularity, or to allay rumors 
which opponents may circulate. And no lead- 
er knows this better than Hitler, whose ap- 
peal to German loyalty has been not only 
personal and emotional, but almost hypnotic. 

So the German people must know that all 
l3 not well with the fuehrer. All of which 
doesn't concern the allied nations particu- 
larly except as It possibly affccU the war. 
The possible effect does not seem to be any- 
thing to build sanguine hopes on. For, wheth- 
er Hitler la dead. all. mad, or simply Incnpacl- 
, tatcd by fear, the German army and the Ger- 
man nation arc slIU In the hands of leaders 
committed tor a war to the death— the death 
of Germany, If need be. 

These leaders are a desperate gang whose 
Uvea and fortunes are at stake. They are in- 
tent upon sdvlng both. With them still are 
many thousands of the people, faithful, fa- 
. hatic young followers whose minds have been 

■ carefully warped by nazi education for Just 
such an extremity as this. The rest of the 
□ermans have the gcstapo. 

But for all the Germans there Is also 
. Berchte8B:aden. and what It signifies. For the 

■ fuehrer and his Inner circle It Is an almost 
Impregnable refuge, heavily mined and 
guarded, amply stocked with food, with caves 
and underground chambers that defy bomb 
and shell and gas. 

For the people, bowed under the weight of 
hundreds of thousands of tons of allied 
bombs, there Is a future of more bombs, more 
wrecked cities, more death at home and at 
tho front, less food, less comfort— impending 
conquest. 

Some day at least some of the Oermans will 
know they arc betrayed and abandoned. How 
much then will they resent Berchtesgaden 

■ and what It stands for? How much will their 
will prevail against tho gcstapo? 

These questions are but one more factor in 
a )}roblem whose answer Is the conquest of 
□ermany.
